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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL.

To the Honorable Forty-fourth General Assembly of the State of 
Missouri : 

Gentlemen — In compliance with the law, I have the honor to 
submit herewith the following report, showing the financial trans- 
actions of this department, for the biennial period, ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1906. 

I take great pleasure in calling your attention to the very 
favorable contract entered into by the Governor, Attorney-Gen- 
eral and myself, at the beginning of my term, with the new Slate 
depositories, at a nearly fifty per cent higher rate of interest on 
our daily balances on State moneys than had ever been paid before, 
so that we were enabled in the year 1905, to collect as interest the 
amount of 76,018.81, and for the year 1906, the amount of $77,- 
266.97 on our daily balances. 

This is certainly very gratifying, but no more than we had 
reason to expect; this contract holds good until the expiration of 
my term of office, and until my successor is duly elected and quali- 
fied. 

We were, at all times, enabled to pay warrants issued by the 
State Auditor, promptly on presentation, on any of the State's 
funds, after the money had been properly appropriated, and which 
was done in a very liberal manner by your predecessors, the 43rd 
General Assembly. Of course, we all understand before such ap- 
propriations are made, warrants cannot be paid under our exist- 
ing laws, and while this condition, at times, may have created a 
hardship, we certainly all agree on this proposition — ^that the law 
must be adhered to at all times, and under all circumstances. 

This office is under especial obligation to our worthy Attor- 
ney-General, for many favors received, particularly regarding the 
bond investment companies, which are now all in the hands of re- 



ceivers; also, the very able Secretary of State and State Auditor, 
for their uniform courtesy and generous co-operation, not to forget 
the very able and exacting labor of my chief clerk, Mr, W, F, Mar- 
ing, who was always ready in season and out of season, to guard 
the best interest of this office, with the assistance of our worthy 
book-keepers, Mr. A, P. Grimshaw and Clarence Ashley.

Notice is hereby given that bids are now solicited, and will be received until one 
o'clock, p. m,, Wednesday, the first day of February, 1905, for the safe keeping of the 
public funds belonging to the State of Missouri, or for one or more twentieths of said 
funds, for the period of time embraced within the first day of February, 1905, and thj 
first day of February, 1909, and until another selection of a depository or depositories 
shall be made — reserving to the State, and to the depository, the right and privilege 
to terminate any contract entered into therefor, on giving thirty days' notice, the 
one to the other, of such intention to annul such contract. 

All bids must be enclosed in strong envelopes, marked "Bids for the safe-keeping 
and payment of deposits of the State funds,** and addressed to J. F. Gmelich, Treas- 
urer of the State of Missouri, City of Jefferson, Mo., and must plainly state tho 
rate of interest the bidder proposes to pay on daily balances. 

The conditions, among others to be complied with, are: 

FIRST — ^The selected depository or depositories must grive as security for the 
deposits, a bond equal to at least twenty-five per cent of the amount of the accepted 
bid or bids, to be approved by the Governor and Attorney-General, and in addition 
thereto, bonds of the United States, the State of Missouri, or, in the discretion of 
the Governor, Attorney-General and State Treasurer, the registered bonds of the 
City of St. Louis, or of any other city in this State having a population of not 
less than one hundred thousand ; or the registered bonds of any county in this State, 
worth not less than par, to art amount at leg,st equal in value to the amount of 
the deposits with such banks or banking institutions — such bonds to be held by 
the State Treasurer, or by such trustees as may be agreed upon by the Governor, 
Attorney-General and State Treasurer. 

SECOND — ^AU necessary and reasonable expenses incurred by the Governor, 
Attorney-General and Treasurer, in their official capacity, in inspecting and seeing 
that the bonds given as security for the safe-keeping of the public funds are actually 
in the vaults of the bank or trust company agreed upon for their safe-keeping, 
must be paid by the depositories, and the selected depository or depositories will 
be required to furnish all exchange needed by the State and make collection of 
all checks and drafts remitted for the credit of the State, free of charge. 

THIRD — Bids may be made for one or more twentieth parts of the entire 'State 
funds; but no bid will be considered for smaller part than one-twentieth part. Par- 
ties making bids will observe that no part of the deposits will be time deposits ; all 
will be subject to check, without notice, as the demands of the State may require. 

FOURTH — A certified check for five thousand dollars must accompany each 
bid, as a guarantee that the bidder will enter into contract according to law if 
the contract be awarded to him. 

The State reserves the right to reject any and all bids.

This agreement, executed this day of by and between Jacob F. 

Gmelich, Treasurer of the State of Missouri, party of the first part, and the , 

party of the second part. 

Witnesseth: That in pursuance of the terms and conditions of a bid, made 
February 1, 1905, a copy of which is hereunto attached,^ by said second party, for 

the safe-keeping and payment of of the State funds and Interest thereon, 

which bid was duly accepted by said first party, as treasurer, aforesaid, with the 
approval of the Governor and Attorney-General, and is on file in the office of the 
said Treasurer; said first party, as Treasurer, aforesaid, agrees to deposit with the 

said second party, , aforesaid, of all the moneys and public funds 

belonging to the State of Missouri, or held in trust by said State, or that may, during 
the continuance of this contract, belong to or be held in trust by said State; which 
are now, or may, during the continuance of this contract, be required by law to 
be paid into the treasury, for any purpose whatsoever. 
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Section 2. Said second party agrees to allow interest on daily balances of such 

deposits at the rate of . And said party of the second part agrees to collect 

all checks, dk^fts and other instruments of exchange deposited with It under this 
contract, free of charge to the first party, and to protect the checks drawn by said 
first party on said second party against any charge for collection, and to furnish 

the party of the first part, ^ of the exchange on New York or St. Louis, as 

may be necessary for his official transactions, free of any expense to him or the 
State of Missouri. 

Section 3. As security for the safe-keeping and payment of said deposits, when 
demanded by the said Treasurer on his checks, or by other lawful authority, said 
second party agrees to give a personal bond of two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars ($250,000.00), said bond to be approved by the Governor and Attorney- 
General, and to deposit, from time to time, with the State Treasurer, or such bank, 
trust or safe deposit company in New York or St.* Louis, as may be agreed upon 
by said Treasurer, and the Governor and Attorney-General of Missouri an amount of 
bonds of the United states, of the State of Missuori, or in the discretion of the Grover- 
nor, Attorney-General and State Treasurer, the registered bonds of the City of St. 
Louis, or any other city in this State having a population of more than one hundred 
thousand, or in the discretion of the Governor, Attorney-General and Treasurer, the 
regristered bonds on any county in this State worth not less than par at least 
equal in value to the amount of deposits of State funds, with said second party — said 
bonds to be held by the Treasurer, bank, trust or safe deposit company in trust for 
the purpose herein mentioned — ^the expense attached to holding said bonds to be 
paid by the party of the second part. 

Section 4. If the value of the bonds so deposited as collateral security shall 
at any time become so far depreciated as to impair the security for the money de- 
posited with the second party, or if the Governor and Attorney-General, at any timo 
believe that such bonds are not satisfactory security for said money deposited with 
said second party, the State Treasurer, with the approval of the Governor and At- 
torney-General, may require, and the party of the second part shall give such addi- 
tional security as shall be satisfactory to said Governor, Attorney-General and 
Treasurer. 

Section 5. Whenever the amount of bonds, so held in trust, shall be in excess 
of the amount of money on deposit with said second party, said Treasurer, or his 
successor or successors in office, with the approval of the Governor and Attorney- 
General, shall, if so requested by said second party, authorize and direct the bank, 
trust or safe deposit company holding such bonds on deposit, to reduce the total 
value of bonds on deposit to an amount equal to the amount of money on deposit 
with said second party ; and, until such return of bonds is ordered made, said second 
party shall not be bound to honor or pay further checks of said Treasurer. In the 
event said second party shall fail to pay the check or checks of said Treasurer, 
except for the reason last above stated, then the Treasurer shall be authorized to 
forthwith convert such bonds into money, or so many of them as may be neces- 
sary to pay the whole amount of the deposits made by said Treasurer with said 
second party, and disburse the same according to law. 

Section 6. Said second party agrrees to render to said first party. Treasurer, as 
aforesaid, at the end of each month, a statement in duplicate, and to the Governor 
a triplicate statement, showing the daily balances of amount of State funds held by 
it during the month, and the amount of accrued interest thereon, which said interest 
shall be paid and credited to the State monthly, on the first day of each month. 

Said second party agrees to pay of the necessary expenses incurred, from time 

to time, by the Governor, Attorney-General and Treasurer, in inspecting and seeing 
that the bonds given as security for the safe-keeping of the funds deposited with all 
the State depositories are actually in the vaults of the bank, trust or safe deposit 
company selected for their safe-keeping. 

Section 7. Said second party may, at any time, with the written consent of the 
said first party, and the Governor and Attorney-General, be permitted to withdraw 
from said Treasurer or trustees or bond depository, any bonds deposited by it under 
said contract: Provided, that it shall, at the time of withdrawing said bonds, re- 
place the same- by depositing such other bonds as are hereinbefore named, equal in 
value to those withdrawn, which said bonds must be approved by the Governor and 
Attomey-GteneraL 

Section 8. This contract shall continue until the first day of February, 1909, 
or until another depository is selected for State fund: Provided, however, that the 
said first party reserves the right to terminate the same at any time, with the ap- 
proval of the Qovemer and Attorney-General, on giving thirty days* written notice 
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to said second party , of his Intention to do so; and the said party of the 

second part reserves the ri^rht to terminate this contract at any time on giving 
the said first party thirty days' notice, in writing, of its intention to do so.

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SPECIAL LIQUOR LICENSE TAX. 

On page 34 of State Auditor's report for 1903 and 1904, he 
. makes report of the return of the special liquor license tax and 
calls attention to the fact that sixty-one of the checks, aggregating 
$249.07, has been returned unclaimed, and such checks were deliv- 
ered to Wm. W. Wilder, present State Auditor. 

It was also found that in addition to these sixty-one checks, 
there were twenty more checks, aggregating $67.28, which were 
still outstanding and unpaid, and the greater part of them were 
on the Kansas City State Bank, which was na longer a depository, 
and which went into voluntary liquidation during 1905. The mat- 
ter was referred to the Attorney-General, who ruled that more 
than two years having elapsed since these sums were appropriated, 
and it appearing that no proper application having been made by 
the respective beneficiaries, the drafts issued by the State Treas- 
urer should' be cancelled and the amounts represented by the said 
drafts, should be withdrawn from the depositories upon which the 
said drafts were issued, and the amount returned to the State 
treasury and credited to the general revenue fund. Accordingly, 
the State Auditor, W. W. Wilder, delivered to me the drafts held 
by him and I have cancelled the drafts as per list below, which 
gives the name and amount due each party, and which amount in 
total to $316.35, and placed the same to the credit of the general 
revenue fund. 

List of persons to whom checks were sent to refund amounts 
paid for liquor licenses permits and stamps, and amount of such 
checks, as authorized by "An act to refund to persons, companies, 
associations and corporations, the money paid by them into the 
State treasury, under an act creating the Special License Com- 
missioner of the State of Missouri, abolished by decision of the 
Supreme Court declaring the act null and v6id, and to appropriate 
money therefor." Which said checks have been returned to the 
office of the State Auditor unclaimed, or which have been unclaim- 
ed by the persons to whom they were authorized to be issued, and 
the drafts issued therefor have been cancelled, and the amount re- 
turned to the State revenue fund.

Section No. 7689, Revised Statutes of Missouri, provides that 
the State Treasurer shall furnish suitable labels and certificates 
for the use of the Beer Inspector. In accordance with this law, 
my predecessor contracted with Geo. D. Barnard & Co. of St. 
Louis, Mo., to make the labels and certificates, and also appointed 
Geo. D. Barnard as agent of this department to deliver them to the 
Inspector, taking his receipt for each delivery and sending dupli- 
cate receipts to this office, and I have continued this arrangement 
and Mr. Barnard has acted as my agent without any cost to the 
State. 

The 43rd General Assembly appropriated $10,000.00 to the 
use of the Treasurer for purchase of labels and certificates, and 
of this amount $1,600.00 has been expended during this biennial 
period.

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APPROPRIATION BY CONGRESS. 

FOR THE MORE COMPLETE ENDOWMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF COL- 
LEGES FOR THE BENEFIT OF AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANIC ARTS. 

In 1890 the following law was enacted by the United States Congrress; approved 
August 30, 1890, to wit: 

AN ACT to apply a portion of the proceeds of the public lands to the more complete 
endowment and support of the colleges for the benefit of agriculture and the 
mechanic arts established under the provisions of an act of Congrress', approved 
July 2, 1862. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That there shall be and hereby is annually appro- 
priated out of any money in the treasury not otherwise, appropriated, arising from the 
sales of public lands, to be paid hereinafter provided, to each state and territory, 
for the more complete endowment and maintenance of colleges for the benefit of 
agriculture and the mechanic arts now established or which may be hereafter estab- 
lished, in accordance with an act of Congress, approved July 2nd, 1862, the sum of 
fifteen thousand dollars for the year ending June 30th 1890, and an annual increase 
of the amount of such appropriation thereafter for ten years by an additional sum 
of one thousand dollars over the preceding year; and the annual amount to be paid 
thereafter to each state and territory shall be twenty-five thousand dollars, to be 
applied -only to instruction in agriculture, the mechanic arts, the English language 
and the various branches of mathematical, physical, natural and economic science, 
with special reference to their applications in the industries 'of life, and to the facili- 
ties for such instruction: Provided, that no money shall be paid out under this act to 
any state or territory for the support and maintenance of a college where a dis- 
tinction of race or color is made in the admission of students, but the establishment 
and maintenance of such colleges separately for white and colored students shall 
be held to he a compliance with the provisions of this act, if the funds received 
in such state or territory be equitably divided as hereinafter set forth: Provided, 
that in any state in which there has been one college established In pursuance of 
the act of July 2, 1862, and also in which an educational institution of like char- 
acter has been established, or may hereafter be established, and is now aided by 
such State from its own revenue, for the education of colored students in agricul- 
ture and the mechanic arts, however named or styled, or whether or not It has 
received money heretofore under the act to which this act is an amendment, the legis- 
lature of such State may propose and report to the Secretary of the Interior a just 
and equitable division of the fund to be received under this act between one college 
for white students and one institution for colored students, established as aforesaid, 
which shall be divided into two parts and paid accordingly, and thereupon such in- 
stitution for colored students shall be entitled to the benefits of this act and subject 
to its provisions, as much as it would have been if it had been Included under the 
act of eighteen hundred and sixty-two, and the fulfillment of the foregoing pro- 
visions shall be taken as a compliance with the provisions in reference to separate 
colleges for white and colored students. 

Sec. 2. That the sums hereby appropriated to the States and Territories for 
the further endowment and support of colleges shall be annually paid on or before 
the thirty-first day of July of each year, by the Secretary of the Treasury, upon the 
warrant of the Secretary of the Interior, out of the Treasury of the United States, 
to the state or territorial treasurer, or to such officer as shall be designated by the 
laws of such State or Territory to rereive the same, who shall, upon the order of 
the trustees of the college, or the institution for colored students, immediately pay 
over the said sums to the Treasurers of the respective colleges or other institutions 
entitled to receive the same, and such Treasurers shall be required to report to 
the Secretary of Agriculture and to the Secretary of the Interior, on or before the 
first day of September of each year, a detailed statement of the amount so received 
and of its disburs,ements. The grrants of money authorized by this act are made 
subjeit to the legislative assent of the several States and Territories to the purpose 
of said grants; Provided, that payments of such installments of the appropriation 
herein made aa shall become due to any State before the adjournment of the regular 
ses3ion of the legislature meeting next after the passage of this act shall be made 
upon {he assent of the Governor thereof, duly certified to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 
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Sec. 3. That If any portion of the moneys received by the designated officer of 
the State or Territory for the further and more complete endowment, support and 
maintenance of collegres, or institutions; for colored students, as provided in this act, 
shall by any action or contingency be diminished or lost, or be misapplied, it shall 
be replaced by the State or Territory to which it belong, and until so replaced no 
subsequent appropriation shall be apportioned or paid to such State or Territory; and 
no portion of said moneys shall be applied directly or indirectly, under any pretense 
whatever, to the purchase, erection, preservation or repair of any building or build- 
ings. An annual report by the President of each of said colleges shall be made to the 
. Secretary of Agriculture, as well as to' the Secretary of the Interior, regarding the 
condition and progress of each college, including statistical information In relation 
to its receipts and expenditures, its library, the number of its students and professors, 
and also as to any improvements and^ experiments made under the direction of any 
experiment stations attached to said colleges, with their costs and results, and such 
other industrial and economical statistics as may be regarded as useful; one copy of 
which shall be transmitted by mail free to all other colleges further endowed under 
this act. 

Sec. 4. That on or before the first day of July In each year after the passage of 
this act, the Secretary of the Interior shall ascertain and certify to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, as to each State or Territory, whether it Is entitled to receive its share 
of the annual appropriation for colleges, or of institutions for colored students, under 
this act, and the amount which thereupon each is entitled, respectively, to receive. 
If the Secretary of the Interior shall withhold a certificate from any State or Territory 
of its appropriation, the facts and reasons therefor shall be reported to the Presi- 
dent, and the amount involved shall be kept separate in the Treasury until the 
close of the next Congress, in order that the State or Territory may, if it should 
so desire, appeal to Congress from the determination of the Secretary of the interior. 
If the next Congress shall not direct such sum to be paid, it shall be covered into the 
Treasury. ~And the Secretary of the Interior is hereby charged with the proper ad- 
ministration of this law. 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Interior shall annually report to Congress the 
disbursements which have been made in all the States and Territories, and also 
whether the appropriation of any State or Territory has been withheld, and if so, the 
reasons therefor. 

Sec. 6. Congress may at any time amend, suspend or repeal any or all of the 
provisions of this act. 

Approved August 30, 1890. 

By an act of the Legislature of Missouri, approved March 13, 
1891, the State Treasurer is authorized to receive from the Treas- 
urer of the United States the money granted to this State under 
the foregoing act of Congress, and to apportion the same to the 
State University and Agricultural College and the Lincoln Insti- 
tute, according to the enumeration of white and colored children of 
school age in the State, as furnished by the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools. This act was amended in 1899, and section 10,533, 
under which the distribution for 1900 was made, provides for the

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FINES IN GAME PROTECTION FUND. 

Sections 64, 65 and 66 of Game and Fish Law, adopted in 

1905, provides that all fines, penalties or forfeitures, under said 
act shall be paid to the State Treasurer, and by him credited to 
the "Game Protection Fund." 

This course was followed up to January 24, 1906, when F. K. 
Jenney, a justice of the peace in Jackson county, remitted fine of 
$50.00 collected by him, but said he had already paid it to the county 
treasurer of Jackson county, not noticing that the Game and Fish 
Law provided that fines should be paid to the State Treasurer, for 
the credit of the Game Protection Fund, and th^t the county treas- 
urer refused to pay it back to him, claiming it belonged to the Com- 
mon School Fund of Jackson county. 

I accordingly held the $50.00 and referred the matter to the 
Attorney-General and notified the State Game Warden of my ac- 
tion. The Attorney-General gave me an opinion on February 10, 

1906, that there was a conflict between section 8, article 11 of the 
Constitution of Missouri, and the sections of the Game and Fish 
Law, above referred to, and advised that all fines collected for a 
violation of the Game and Fish Law, should be paid into the county 
treasury of the county where the fine was collected, for the use of 
the County School Fund of said county, and not into the Game 
Protection Fund, as provided by the Game and Fish Law of 1905. 

I accordingly returned the $50.00 to Mr. Jenney, and all fines 
remitted to me since that date have been returned to the county 
treasurer of the county from which they were received. 

This case was carried up to the Supreme Court (State ex rel. 
Rodes, Game and Fish Warden vs. Warner County Treasurer) , and 
on June 20, 1906, the court handed down a decision sustaining 
the opinion given by Attorney-General Hadley.

Section 1536, Revised Statutes of Missouri of 1899, provides 
that bond investment companies shall deposit with the State Treas- 
urer securities, in cash. United States, State of Missouri, or any 
county, municipal, township or school bonds, or mortgage bonds 
secured by deed of trust on unencumbered real estate; to the 
amount of $100,000 ; said securities to be increased to an amount 
equal to the liabilities of any company on its contracts whenever 
such liability exceeds the sum of $100,000. 

GUARANTEE INVESTMENT COMPANY OF NEVADA, MIS- 
SOURI. 

This company has done no new business for a number of years. 
Proceedings were recently had in the circuit court of St. Louis, 
looking to the dissolution of the corporation. 

We still hold as security for this company a note of $100,000, 
executed by D. P. Slattery, Wm. H. Stevenson and J. B. Johnson, 
and secured by mortgage on real estate in St. Louis City, and St. 
Louis and Washington counties, Missouri. 

COLONIAL SECURITY COMPANY OF ST. LOUIS, SUCCES- 
SOR TO TONTINE LOAN AND SECURITY COMPANY 
OF ST. LOUIS, AND NORTH AMERICAN INVEST- 
MENT COMPANY OF ST. LOUIS, MISSOURI. 

The above named companies were operating under the pro- 
visions of the law in regard to "Bond Investment Companies," 
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when I was installed into office, and my predecessor turned over 
to me $308,250.00 in securities belonging to the Colonial Security 
Company, and $350,000.00 in securities belonging to the North 
American Investment Company. 

On January 13, 1905, the Colonial Security Company increased 
their deposit $94,025, and on March 22, 1905, they added $4,200.00, 
and on January 17, 1906, they increased it again $35,600, so that 
it amounts now to $442,075.00, and in exchanging securities, there 
was left an additional amount in my hands of $1,225.00, so that I 
now hold a certified deposit of $442,075.00, and an excess deposit 
of $1,225.00, making a total of $443,300.00. 

. On March 24, 1905, the North American Investment Company 
increased their deposit $150,000.00, in acceptable securities, and 
brought their total deposit up to $500,000.00. In changing se- 
curities, there was also left in my hands an additional amount of 
$3,350.00, so. that I now hold for them a certified deposit of $500,- 
000.00, and an excess deposit of $3,350.00, making a total of $503,- 
350.00. 

On November 7, 1905, these two companies entered into a 
merger agreement with the American Reserve Bond Company, 
which had formerly been the Southern Mutual Investment Com- 
pany of Lexington, Kentucky, by which they were to be consoli- 
dated, and to be known as the American Reserve Bond Company, 
and whose principal office was to be in Chicago, Illinois. 

Under the terms of this merger, copies of which were filed 
in this department, the deposits heretofore made by the Colonial 
Security Company and the North American Investment Company, 
were to be kept separate and distinct, and this provision of the 
merger agreement has been faithfully adhered to so far as this de- 
partment is concerned. 

On February 2, 1906, the American Reserve Bond Company, 
as a separate company, made a deposit of $100,465.00, in approved 
securities, and was licensed to do business in this State. 

On May 2, 1906, the United States Circuit Court at Chicago, 
appointed the Western Trust and Savings Bank of Chicago, as a 
receiver for the American Reserve Bond Company, and on May 3, 
1906, the Mississippi Valley Trust Company of St. Louis, was ap- 
pointed receiver in Missouri by the United States Circuit Court in 
St. Louis, for the American Reserve Bond Company, and on May 
4, 1906, a receiver was appointed for the same company by the 
state court, at Lexington, Kentucky. 
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Various suits were filed in this State, but finally, on June 22, 
1906, the United States Circuit Court in session at St. Paul, Minn., 
consolidated all the cases pending in Missouri, and appointed the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Company of St. Louis, as depository re- 
ceiver for the American Reserve Bond Company, and also for the 
Colonial Security Company, and for the North American Invest- 
ment Company. Mr. Walter Littlefield, of Kansas City, was ap- 
pointed at the same time as Special Master in Chancery, and Clin- 
ton Rowell, Esq., of St. Louis, attorney for the receiver. 

These cases are now pending in the United States Circuit 
Court for Central District of Western Division of Missouri, at 
Jefferson City, and in the Eastern Division of Eastern District at 
St. Louis, under the title of Donald L. Morrell et al. vs. American 
Reserve Bond Company et al. (consolidated cause).

I desire to call your attention to the fact that the oversight 
and care of the securities and the attention and expense of attend- 
ing to the correspondence connected with the business of these 
"Bond Investment Companies," has required much of the time of 
this office and for which, under our present statute, the State is 
not reimbursed in any way. No other private business, so far as 
I have knowledge, is so much favored by the State as the "Bond 
Investment Companies" are, under our present law. 

All of them are now in the hands of receivers, but if any more 
are to be licensed, our law should be so amended as to provide for 
an annual tax to be paid into the revenue fund of the State.
